ary document* are made under tbe 
naval wills act of 1860. Tbe most iui- 
aortaat proviso of this act is that all 
wfflsMtie by sailors or marines must 
he sritl¥OJf*1 and attested by the chap- 
lain or some other officer if they are 
actually wade on board ship, and this 
is £oiu€whst cnrioni. 


If a sailor likes to make his will on 


shore, any one can witness it for him. 
bat on board ship the case is different 
Needless to cay they almost aU to a 
man choose the latter course, as they 
know that things will be straighter for . 
hearing an officer's signature! If, how- i 
ever, supposing that the vessel was in ] 
action and a man was to be struck 
down who had not previously made a 
will if he had to do so before he died, 
even if it wer^e not attested by an offi- 
cer, tbe admiralty has full power to 
act on the merits of the case and to dis- 
pense with that or any other formality 
that it was impossible to comply with. 
Another thing —a sailor shares with a 
soldier the privilege of when on active 
service being the only man who can 
dispense with a written will and make 
a verbal one. 


In former times any ono could make 


his will verbally if he so desired, 
but this, as may be supposed, opened 
the door to no end of fraud, and it was 
consequently repealed in tbe 1833 act 
except in the case mentioned above. 
On the night before a ship or a regi- 
ment goes into action there is no more 
pathetic sight than to see the men. 
young and old, laboriously writing their 
wills in case tomorrow should be their 
last day in this world, and what with 
^witnessing wills and making them on 
the forms issued by the anthoritiesjfor 
those who cannot write—and thia.olass 
has now almost entirely disappeared 
from both the navy and the army—the 
officers have a very busy time.—Lon- 
don Golden Penny.

Kico. There are some, hoover, who re- 
gard the Philippines as in" different re- 
lation; 
but whatever variety of views 


there may be on this phase pf the ques- 
tion, there is universal agreement that 
the Philippines shall not be turned back 
to Spain. No true American consents to 
that. Even if unwilling to accept them 
ourselves, it would have oeen a weak 
evasion of manly duty to reuiiire Spain 
to transfer them to same other power or 
powers, and thus shirk our own present 
responsibility. 
Even if we had had, 


a&jve did not have, the power to com- 
pel such a transfer, it could not have 
been made w ithout the n~>ost serious in- 
ternational 
complications. 
Such 
a 


course could not be thought of. And yet 
had w e refused to accept the cession oi' 
them we sihould have had no power 
over them, even for their own good. We 
could not aischarge the responsibilities 
upon ua until these islands became GUIS 
either by •••on^uest or treaty. There 
\vas but one alternative, and that ~was 
either'Spain or the United States in the 
Philippines. 
The other suggestions— 


first, that they should be tossed into the 
arena of contention for th<* strife of na- 
tions, or, second, be left to the anarchy 
and chaos of no protectorate at all-- 
were too shameful to be considered. 


I have no light or know iedge not com- 


mon to my countrymen, 1 do not proph- 
esy. The present is all absorbing to me, 
but I cannot bound my vision by the 
blood-staired trenches around Jilanila, 
jsvhere every red drop, whether from 
the veins of an American soldier or a 
misguidi'd Filipino, is anguish to my 
heart; but by the broad range of future 
years, when that group of islands, under 
the impulse of the year just past, shall 
have, become the gems and glories of 
those tropical seas; 
a, land of plenty 


and of increasing possibilities; a peo- 
ple redeemed from savage indolence and 
habits, devoted to the arts of peace, in 
touch with the commerce and trade of 
all nations, enjoying the blessings of 
freedom, of civil und religious libeity, 
of education and of homes, and whose 
children shall for ;iges hence bless the 
Aineriran lepublic because it emanci- 
pated and redeemed their fatherland 
and set them m the'pathway ot" the 
w orld's bc.st <
